Keep 
the plants free from weeds during Summer, and protect slightly curing the Winter.

The mushroom is an edible fungus, of a white color, changing to brows when 
old. It produces no seeds, but instead a white, fibrous substance in broken threads, 
called spawn, which is preserved in horse manure, being pressed in the form of 
bricks. Mushrooms can be grown in the cellar, insheds, or in hot-beds in open air, 
on shelves or out-of-the-way places. Take fermenting horse manure and mix it 
with fresh loam — one part loam and two parts manure —and make into beds the 
size required; eighteen inches deep. Plant broken pieces of spawn six inches 
apart, covering the whole with two inches of light soil, and protect from cold and 
severe rain: (The mushrooms will appear in about six weeks. Water with luke
